KHunnarp of Hews from the Far Cast,

JAPAN. 

The telegraphic summary of the news brought from the 
United States by the Asia, which vessel arrived at Queens- 
town at 4 rt on the 17th, gives the following :— 

“New York, Jan, 6 (Evening).—Advices received here from 
Kanagawa to the 1st December state that the city was still 
guarded by. Europeans. A peaceful solution between the 
Tycoon and Europeans was expected. The Tycoon was at war 
with the Daimios. Business was improved. The Japaneso 
had paid an indemnity of $10,000 for firing on the American 
vessel Pembroke.” 

This adds nothing to the intelligence already published in 
the London and China Telegraph of the 9th inst. but the fact 
of ‘the indemnity paid for intercepting the American vessels. 
That little circumstance is a further proof of the determination 
taken by the Tycoon to remove every causo of complaint from 
foreign residents, 





KANAGAWA, 

‘The rebellion of the Princo of Nagato is evidently nothing 
Jess than an attempt to upset the entire frame of Government 
at present existing in Japan. He attempts to seize the Mikado, 
for the sake of deposing the Tycoon, for this latter is the 
Siogoun, or (as explained in the letter of Colonel Sykes, given 
in the London and China Telegraph of the 9th inst.) the Sio-i- 
dai Siogoun, “generalissimo fighting against the barbarians,” 
another mode of spelling which title we have in the following 
extract from the North China Herald :— 

“We have received a slight modification of the rumours 
current as to the insurrection in Kioto. It appears that Nagato 
had formed the design of seizing the Mikado, when the latter 
was on his way to a temple called Isedairo-jin-gu, about seventy 
males from the capital. The object he hoped to attain by thus 
seizing the Mikado was to extort from him the office of Sei-i- 
tai-sho-ngun (the great general who subdues barbarians). This 
design leaked out, however, and Nagato was ordered to leave 
the city.’ He thereupon assembled his men, and attacked the 
palace in force. Fearing that sich would occur, preparations 
had been made beforehand,- and the Daimios of the guard in- 
stantly collected and succeeded in driving back Nagato’s meu. 
The report of the bombardment of Osaca is utterly false, and 





must have arisen from a perversion of the fact that Nagato 


having failed in an attempt to obtain some arms which were - 


stored in an arsenal in the province of Yamato, attacked the 
palace, and utterly destroyed it, killing every man, woman, and 
child in the place. 


The Tycoon has engaged the assistance of . 


Sateuma and eighteen other powerful Daimios, and proclaims 


his intention of subjugativg Nagato, and bringing him back to 
his allegiance.” 

Tho Prince of Nagato, therefore, apparently the head of the 
party opposed to commerce with the foreigners, is in direct 


rebellion against both the Spiritual and Temporal Emperors, , 


and naturally, per contra, the cause of trade and amicable 


foreign relations takes the ascendant in the opinion of both 
heads of the Japanese polity. 


The new church has been opencd, and is named Christ © 


Chureh, ‘The Japan Commercial News contains the following 
account of the opening :— 

The designs of the church were made three y years ago by the 
Reverend S. R. Brown, of the American Mission at this port, 
and the building constructed from those designs bas turned out 
to be a very handsome, commodious edifice. The church has 
been found, we hear, to be well adapted for sound. One promi- 
nent feature in the building, and one which reflects great credit 
upon tho skill and foresight of the designer, is its strength 
and its capability to withstand the frequent shocks of carth- 
quake to which such buildings are exposed in this country. 
There is a good deal of architectural beauty aimed at, and 
secured also; and, in our opinion, the generous souis who 
were the chief means of giving to the community this handsome 
church jhave reason to feel a good deal of honest, laudable 
pride in the result of their charitable exertions on behalf of 
Christianity in this pagan land. They can now appreciate the 
beautiful lines of Wilcox :— 

« Rouse to some work of high and holy love, 
And thou an angel's happiness shall know— 


Shall bless the earth, while in the world above, 
‘The good begun by thee shall onward flow.” 


Tho building in the clear is sixty feet by forty fect ; the 
original estimate for it was $2,200 ; but it will cost upwards of 
$3,000, not including the cost of a very fine harmonium. 

‘The incumbent—the Rev. M. B. Bailey—preached a sermon 
appropriate to the opening of the church, in the morning, from 
IL. Samuel vii. 18-20; and in the evening from Psalm cxxii. 7-9. 

The congregation, or attendauce at the opening, consisted of 
upwards 300 persons—alaiost the whole of the foreign com- 
munity—including the foreign ministers and consuls, with mem- 
bers of the various legations and consulates, aud several oflicers 
from the ships of war in harbour. 

There is no doubt that any further aid which may be required 
to secure a thorough completion of the church will be cordially 
given. It being a British Episcopal Church, the British Go- 
yernment bears one-half of all the expenscs.

A correspondent of the Duily Press writing from this port 
says :—“The Chinese who were trained to tho platoon and 
manual at s0 much pains by Captain Coney, of the British 
army, disbanded about two months siuco in consequence of 
their being unable to obtain any pay. They muster threo 
thousand strong, and the worst of it is, they have taken tho 
Russian rifles with which they were provided with them. 
There will be a deal of trouble with thcso men ; they have 
doubtless acquired a pretty fair knowledge of the use of a 
deadly weapon, but their pretensions are most expansive, and 
they fancy themselves as good as European troops. They will 
doubtless pursue a system of guerilla warfare among tho hills 
of Shantung and Shangsi, forming themselves into a most dan- 
gerous bands of highway robbers.” 

Here is a pretty result of the pet scheme of the British 
Minister in arming and training Chinese troops, Not only 
has the idea furnished threo thousand drilled insurgents armed 
with rifles, at open warfare with the authorities, but it has in- 
flicted a permanent injury upon British interests, For whereas, 
although the roads in Shantung and Shansi have been infested 
with robbers for many years, still theso would never think of 
attacking Europeans. Now, howover, these drilled troops with 
their Russian rifles will be more (inclined to attack Europeans 
than any others, because they will expect moro booty. At 

t the roads are so infested with mounted highwaymen 
that the last courier from Newchwang was robbed no Icss 
than four times en rowe to Tient-sin,

SHANGHAI 

The case of Manning v, Ellissen and Co.camo off in the Consu- 
lar Court on tho 4th November, and resulted in a verdict for the 
defendants, This verdict was fully warranted by the evidence. 
Tho following is an outline of the case :— 

The plaintiff in this came claimed 30,000 tacls for damayes 
sustained through the defendants disobcying his instructions to 
send the Nora Creina to Japan. The damages were estimated 
at $30,000 loss of sale, $1,500 loss of time by plaintiff through 
Aetention in China, and $1,030 for expenses, during detention, 
making with other items $33,265, 

The defendants pleaded 

Ast—Denial of claim alleged. 

Qnd—Denial of loss alleged. 

‘Srd—Denial of any liability whatever. 

Mr. Lawrence, in opening for the plaintiff, stated bricly the 
grounds of the action, The Illawarra SN. Co. had ‘sent Mr. 
Manning to Shanghai with authority to sell the Nora Creina. 
He had come up from Australia in the William 1V., and on his 
way had arranged with his agents in Hong Kong to run the 
Nora Creina to Foo-chow, and if she were not sold there to 
Jay her on for Nagasaki and Kanagawa. ‘The plaintiff left for 
Japan in November, after an interview with Mr. ‘Lootal, in 
which ho gave that gentleman instructions to lay her on, as 
stated, if she were not bought at Foo-chow. While in Japan, 
he received a letter from defendants which astonished him very 
much, as it said that the Nore Creina had not been sold at 
Foo-chow, but had arrived at Shanghai and had been advertised 
for charter, He wrote expressing his astonishment; the 
defendants replicd denying their instructions, and the result 
‘was the present claim by the plaintiff for loss sustained through 
the non-sale, While the plaintiff was in Japan there was a great 
demand for vessels ; only three had been sold at the time of 
his arrival, but a large number since. It was contended, there- 
fore, that, had the Nora Creina gonc, she must havo been sold. 
The questions for the Court to decide would be—whether the 
instructions alleged were given ; whether, if they were given, 
there was any negligence on the part of the plaintiff in carrying 
them out; and whether the plaintiff had sustained damage in 
consequence, 

The North China Fferald, in reference to Admiral Kuper. 
says :—“ Hitherto we have not had to record any act of un- 
mistakcable pluck and dash ou the part of Admiral Kuper. 
He has up to the present acted with the utmost prudence, and 
with an evident desire to avoid einbroiling our relations with 





the Japanese, Wo have now, however, arrived at a crisis in 


these relations, aud it will require a strong demonstration of 
some kind to put an end for ever to displays of arrogance on 
the part of tho natives, and of submission on our own. There 
have been not a few who attributed the troubles of the Indian 
mutiny to the consideration shown for Oriental prejudices, and 
to the absurd concessions made to native exclusiveness, They 
(the natives of India) had come to despise authority, and felt 
themselves to be objects of dread. Had successive governments 
been as firm with the Bengal Sepoy as necessity obliged us to 
be with our domestics, we should have heard nothing of 
greased cartridges or of the thousand insolent requirements of 
caste.” Such was the verdict fof an Indian journalist. Wo 
may apply his remarks to our policy in China and Japan, We 
have in too many cases pampered tho prejudices of the races 
towards {whom we might have assumed a lofty stand, and 
shown ourselves willing to make almost any sacrifico rather 
than®forego the advantagss of communication with them, 

Tue Races—The Autumn meeting took place on the 11th, 
12th, and 13th November, winding up on tho last day with a 
couple of siceple-chases and a hurdle-race, Mr. FitzJames’s 
Exeter appears to bo the “Eclipso” of this part of the world, 
carrying off everything for which ho was entered, “hard-held.” 
Mr. Barlow’s Arab horse, Hadji, was the only competitor thought 
to have any chance with him, but the stride of the English 
horse landed him an easy winner, There were several races 
for China ponics, Mr, Fungus’s Honi Soit taking the Hankow 
Plato of 100 guincas, but being defeated for the Champion 
Plato of 200 guincas by Mr. Williams’s Cure. 

Tre Regatra.—The aquatic sports were fixed for the day 
before the races, and embraced a prize for men-of-war cutters, 
along race, and prizes for merchant ships’ boats, men-of-war 
gigs, and outrigger four-oared gigs, Tho latter was won by Mr. 
Stout’s crew, and in the ships’ boat race the Ayiucourt’s was 
first, and the Chikde Larold’s second. 

Land in Shanghai still maintains a good price, a piece in 
Nankin Road, measuring 1 mow, 3 fun. 6 1¢, say under a 1,000 
square feet, being knocked down, on Thursday last, with some 
old coal Godowns on it, to Dr. Dickson for the extraordinary 
sum of 17,600 tacls, ‘This is after the rate of, say, halfa 
guinea per square foot. 

HONG KONG, 

An ordnance had been introduced for the suppression of 
fraudulent trade marks, &c. Wilberforce Wilson had assumed 
his duties as Assistant Surveyor-Gencral, and Tenry G. 
Thomsett as Harbour Master, Marinc}Magistrate, and Emigra- 
gration Officer, 

The Hong Kong Government Gazette of Oct. 31 publishes tho 
Votes and Proceedings of the Legislative Council at their sitting 
of the 8th of July, 1863, The Appropriation Bill was passed, 
under the title of “An Ordinance to apply a sum not exceeding 
Four Hundred and Seventy-seven Thousand Dullars to the 
Public Service of the year 1864.” The several votes making 
up this sua were as follows :— 

The governor, 3240 ; colonial secretary, 6,238 
colonial treasurer, 4.616; auditor-gencral, 6, Jerk of councils, 723 
surveyor-general, $762; postmaster-general 5 registrar-general,

At the sitting of tho Council on'the 28th of October a 
Bankruptcy Act was read a first time, bearing the title of “An 
Ordinance to amend the Law of Debtor and Creditor in the 
Colony of Hong Kong.” By it “ Ordinance No. 3 of 1846, for 
the Relief of Insolvent Debtors within the colony,” is repcale:l, 
and the Supreme Court of Hong Kong is constituted a Court of 
Bankruptcy. ‘The Provisional Assignce under the Ordinance of 
1846 is to be the Official Assignee under the prescnt Ordinance, 
which is to apply to all adults, whether traders or non-traders, 

The export of cotton from all ports in China to England 
from 1st June to the latest return—24th November—amounted 
to about 150,000 piculs, or 20,000,000 Ibs. Tho number of 
vessels under despatch by last accounts was over thirty. In 
consequence of this demand prices at Shanghai, the chief port 
of shipment, had advanced from 13 to 22 tacls per picul, which, 
with freight and charges, would give its cost laid down in Eng- 
land at about 17. per Ib. 

Tho D. Maria Gluria (Portuguese) left Macao for Havana, 
having on board 292 Chinese coolics, The Luisita (Portugucse) 
also left Macao with 343 Chinese coolics on board for Havana, 
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After the experience we have had of the manner in which 
these unfortunate coolies are treated in the slave-holding country 
of Cuba, and tho numerous atrocities which have in conse- 
quence been enacted after their embarkation at Macao, we 
thought this vile traffic had ceased. We can, at least, take 
comfort that the ships conveying them, and the various agents 
and brokers engaged in this traffic, are not under British 
colours. 

The P. and O. steamer Nubia (not the Sima, as noted in the 
Hong Kong papers) passed Singapore on the 30th Nov., from 
Calcutta with troops intended for service in Japan. These 
troops consist of the 2nd battalion 20th Regiment, lately de- 
spatched from this country, and intended for service in India, 

We noticed in our last the seizure of the steamer Scotland ; we 
now subjoin a list of the guns on board :—English gun—bore, 8 in.; 
breech, 25 in.; muzzle, 17 in.; length, 9 ft. 11 in. Ameri- 
can gun—bore, 10 ia. ; breech, 27; muzzle, 14 in. ; length, 7 ft. 
1Lin. English gun (supposed)—bore, 6 in. ; breech, 18 in. ; 
muzzle, 12 in. ; length, 7 ft. 6 in. About 150 shell, one caso 
of 10 second fuzes, and about 50 8-in. shot. American gun— 
bore, 10 in, ; breech, 27 in.; muzzle, 14 in. ; length, 7 ft. 11 
in. American gun (supposed)—bore, 8 in.; breech, 27 in. ; 
muzzle, 16 in.; length 9 feet 8 in. American gun—boro 9 
in. ; breech, 27 in.; muzzle, 14 in. ; length 9 ft. 11 in, Eng- 
lish gun—bore, 5 in.; breech 17 in,; muzzlo, 12 in.; length, 
7 ft. 6 in. 

The China Mail thus notices the port of Chinkiang and tho 
Consular appoin‘ments. 

“The following Consular changes tako place in consequence of 
Mr. Gingell’s death, Mr. P. J. Hughes, Vice-Consul in charge 
at Kiukiang, goes to Hankow. Mr. Adkins, now in Chinkiang, 
goes to Kiukiang, and is succeeded by Mr. G. P. Braune, for- 
merly senior assistant at Taiwan. 

“Chinkiang is looked upon at present as an obscure port, but 
it cannot long continue so. It is, in the opinion of many, tho 
most desirable place between the sca and Hankow for tho load- 
ing of tea ships. It is only out of the influence of the tide for 
half the year, there being regular tides during tho other half; 
and the flood is never very strong. ‘The only obstacles in the 
way of getting ships to Chinkiang aro the Langshan shoals ; 
but they, liko the Goodwin Sands of old, aro losing their 
terrors, and there is no reason why a few buoys, properly placed, 
should not mark the channels there as well as in any other 
river ; in fact, wo hear that the authoritics intend to lay on a 
few buoys at the ends of tho shoal, and moor a light-ship at a 
suitable place.” 

The demand for tonnage has been principally for ships to 
load cotton for Liverpool, and several vessels have been placed 
for that port at £3. 7s. 6d., tho demand for small vessels to 
Joad for northern ports has been good and rates are higher. It 
is said that there are not enough small vessels at present in 
port to supply the demand. An American ship is loading for 
New York, but there is no employment for American vessels, 
and until the Alabama and other Confederate privatecrs are 
reported as on the other side of the Cape this want of confidence 
must prevail. 

The following castfalties, &c., arc from the Daily Press :—The 
British barque Pruth, Captain Reay, from Bangkok bound to 
Shanghai, although upwards of sixty days out, has not arrived. 
This vessel is said to have been seen to windward of the 
Prata Shoals by a passing ship (the name of which we have not 
yet ascertained) with both anchors down in a galeof wind. Sho 
is supposed to have drifted on the shoal and been lost, 

The Virginia, from Sydney, brings a cargo of coal, beche, 
le-mer, &c., two celcberated racehorses—one named Traveller— 
one hundred and sixty Chinese, and 3,368 oz. gold, Sho has 
had nothing but light winds during the passage, until sho 
reached the Bashees. Passed Wellington, alias Duprey, Islands 
on the passage, a very small spot, but which, however, has 
eighty-two inhabitants, two of which are Americans ; poultry 
and fruit to be procured there in abundance. Appcaranco of 
the residents anything but satisfactory. 

The Danish brig Comet was scized by the Customs’ authoritics 
at Foo-chow for discharging cargo at Quantow, near Sharp Peak, 
outside tho limits of the port. 

The Hamburg brig Ev/en, from this bound to Ningpo, is now 
seventy days out, and nothing has becn heard of her. 

The steamer Fi-wan has been raised, and now lies on the 
bank close in to Messrs, McGregor and Co.’s wharf. 


* The Grossvater, from Hong Kong to Ningpo, returned to port 
very leaky, having struck near the Ninc-pin,

The Elizabeth reports the following :—On 25th Oct., in lat. 
7.N.,a little to the southward of Prince of Wales Bank, picked 
up four shipwrecked Malays, belonging to the Danish brig 
Gazelle, from Batavia to some port in the China Sea. According 
to their report the brig had struck and foundered some twenty 
days before, when the crew had taken to the boats, Six men 
had gone in their boat, two of whom dicd from exhaustion. 
The Elizabeth remained on tho same place, or nearly so, for 
twenty-four hours, without seeing anything of the other boat 
which the four Malays had lost sight of three days previously. 
CANTON, 

Tho Canton Regatta Club had their annual races on Wed- 
nesday and Thursday the 18th and 19th November. The 
course sclected was about a quarter of a mile down the Macao 
passage, in a slanting direction. For a grand stand two flower 
boats were utilised, and, on board of them, Tiffin was served at 
all hours of the day. These boats were very well placed, and 
spectators had a good view of the winning boat as they came 
in. Tho muster of people in attendance was good. ‘The office- 
bearers were as follows—Umpires: D. B. Robertson, Esq., 
H.M.’s Consul, and Captain Corbett, of H.M.S, Scout. Stewards : 
Messrs. Fittock, Gray, Moul, Gifford, Carlowitz, Perry, Heaton, 
and Pugh. 


THE PHILLIPPINES, 
MANILA, 

Mr. Boonar, the First Officer of tho William Sturges, which 
was lost whilo entcring the harbour of Ilo, in the Phillippine 
Islands, on the 20th September last, has written to the North 
China Herald complaining of the Spanish authorities on the 
occasion. She struck within sight of the town, and application 
was made for the Government steamer to be despatched to her 
aid; but this was refused, on'the plea that the weather was too 
bad. During the night the William Sturges beat over the bank 
onfwhich she stuck, and was trying to reach the Guimaras shore 
under canvas at daylight, being evidently in a sinking state. 
Tho authoritics were again urged to send assistance, but to no 
purpose. The boat of the English ship Planet succeeded in 
reaching the ship a few minutes before she sank, and took off 
her officers and crew. The day following (Mr. Boonar con- 
tinues) she was [visited by the officials of the place, who com= 
monced plundering the ship of whatever they could lay their 
hands on. The mate complained to the collector who was pre= 
scnt, and showed him the stolen property in the boat, but he 
refused to notico it, and the boat was shoved off when the 
mate attempted to obtain possession of them. No redress 
whatever could be obtained for all thesc outrages, ey

BANGKOK, 

Tho Straits Times has the following :—The American barquo 
Marion has been sold here for $10,000, Tho Amcrican three- 
masted schooner Fairy is in the market, and will shortly bo 
purchased by our respected townsman, Poh Jim, the owner of 
the Chow Phia and several other sailing vessels. 

H. M. the King has lately been paying his usual yearly visits 
to all tho temples of note, and has just left for his country 
palace at Pitchakaree, attended by all the ministers and nobles, 

The fireworks opposite H.M.’s Palaco in the river, and the 
far famed Paknam Races here, passed off with the usual demon-, 
strations, 





MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE, 
The following petition has been forwarded by the Chamber 
of Commerce, Singapore i— 


To the Right Honourable W. E. Grapstong, M.P., Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. The Memorial of the Singapore Chamber of 
‘Commerce 

Showeth—That your Memorialists respectfully beg to dircet your at- 
tention to the high duty levied on Pepper imported into Great Britain for 
consumption ; the price in bond being 34d. per Ib. and the duty, 6d., 
amounting to 160 per cent. on its market value. 

From the annexed Table A it will be scen that while the importation 
of pepper into Great Britain has increased very largely within the last ten 
yeers, the quantity taken out of bond for home consumption has not un- 
dergone anything like the same augmentation, but, on the contrary, has 
remained almost stationary. 

That the heavy duty leads to pepper being much adulterated n_pre= 
paring it for sale by retail, and a frand is thus perpetrated injurious alike to 
the revenue, the importer, and the consumer of the article. 

‘The annexed table B shows the quantity of pepper exported from the 
Straits Settlement to Europe and America, A large proportion of this 
is imported from Native States in the Indian Archipelago, and is princi 
pally procured in barter for British manufactured goods and the produc 
tions of British India, 
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: That ‘the’ revenue arising from pepper has never much exceeded 
£100,000. per annum, so that while the abolition of the duty would 
not involve-a very great sacrifice to the State, it would lead to a largely 
increased consumption and thus prove a valuable boon to the population 
of Great Britain, and at the same time supply a wider outlet for the 
manufactures and produce of the mother country and British India. 

Your Memorialists, therefore, pray that you will be pleased to take 
what they have above stated into your favourable consideration, 
and allor the importation of Pepper into the United Kingdom free 
from duty.

OHINESE EMIGRATION TO DEMERARA. 

ARRANGEMENTS have been made for the immigration of 
Chinese on the plautations of Demerara for a period of three 
years. Mr. Sampson, who was attached to the working staff 
of Sir Harry Parxes while Commissioner at Canton, has been 
appointed the agent at Canton in the place of Mr. Austix, who 
conducted the last exodus of Chineso for Demerara, The 
responsibility now entrusted to Mr, Sampson will no doubt be as 
faithfully and cleverly discharged as his first duties in Wham- 
poa. His appointment is chiefly owing to the very high 
opinion expressed by Sir Harry of his services, and is another 
testimony to the many instances of men rising from the ranks 
to situations of great trust and emolument by their own efforts, 











THE ANGLO-CHINESE FORCE. 

The following is the correspondence relating to the disband- 
ing of the European Chinese naval forco under Captain Sherard 
Osborn :— 

No. 1. 
«Patnce Kune’s Lerrer or Lssaveriont To Insrector-GengnaL 
‘ AY. 

“ Peking, Oct. 24, 1862. 
“The Prince of Kung, charged by Imperial authority with the super- 
intendence of forcign affairs, addresses a communication to the Inspector- 
General, Mr. H. N. Lay. 

“ The official records show that at the interview which the Acting In- 
spector-General had with me in the autumn of 186], he represented that, 
in order to render our navy efficient, it was absolutely necessary that 
foreign vessels and foreign guns should be procured. He subsequently 
addressed me in writing, begging that orders might be issued to the custom- 
houses to contribute towards the purchase of foreign vessels and guns, 
‘The Foreign-office thereupon memorialised the Emperor on the subject, 
and His Majesty's assent having been obtained, orders were issued to the 
custom-houses to pay into the hands of the Acting Inspector-General 
the amount sanctioned for the above purpose, and the Acting Inspector 
General was desired to act without delay. 

“The Acting Inspector-General has now come to the capital, and ap- 
prised us that all the arrangements connected with the purchase of vessels 
and guus he has officially handed over to the Inspector-General, Mr. Lay, 
to carry out on his behalf in England, and that he has remitted the moneys 
paid by the custom-houses to the Inspector-General Lay, who is pro- 
cecding in the matter with the utmost despatch. 

“Mr. Hart has stated further that the ability of the Inspector-General 
Lay is great, and that he possesses a mind which embraces the minutest 
details; that'he is, therefore, fully competent to make the requisite 
arrangements with more than a satisfactory rewlt, and he has accordingly 
requested us to address a despatch to the Inspector-General Lay to 
serve as his authority, 











« In any arrangements which the Acting Inspector-General might have 
made with respect to the purchase of vessels and guns, there is no doubt 
that he would have taken the greatest pains and would have left no point 
unconsidered ; but as he has now requested that the management of the 
whole affair would be intrusted to the Inspector-General, this will be, of 
course, still more satisfactory. 

“ T therefore address this despatch to the Inspector-General, and transfer 
the management of the affair into his banc 

“ There are three important points :— 

“1, ‘The purchase of the vessels, guns, gunpowder, coal, and the mis- 
cellaneous articles fur the use of the vessels. 

“2. The engagement of officers, gunners, and seamen, and others for 
services in the vessels; and the arranging the terms and conditions of 
every description of agreement. 

38. The retention, as proposed, of a sum of money to meet the salaries 
and wages that may be settled by the agreements, and also to provide for 
the payment of compensations and other items in time to come. 

«The above three points we leave the Inspector-General to dispose of 
as, in his discretion, he may see ft. 

“The money already collected from the custom-houses has been trans- 
moltted through Mr. Hart to Mr. Lay, and that still due should be, as col- 
lected, handed through Mr. Hart to Mr. Lay, who is alone charged with 
the responsibility of its disbursement id we leave it to Mr. Lay to ap- 
Point, if he think fit, a person to help him, and also to make whatever ar- 
rangements may in his judgment seem desirable, with view to the suc- 
cessful carrying out of the objects in view. 

“ Chil in urgent need of the vessels and guns ; effort should there- 
fore be made to effect with the least possible delay their completion and 
despatched to Shanghai, there to await orders. The work (put into the 
vessels) should be strong, the materials genuine, both of super-excellent 

wality, that so the high trust we have confided (to Mr. Lay) may be ful- 
filled, 

“In the event of the Inspector-General’s returning to his post before 
these ships and guns are ready and despatched to China, and if any other 
circumstances, which we cannot here foresee, should arise, let the Inspec- 
tor-General report thereupon to us himself, and recommend a person 
trustworthy in all respects to act in his room. hat, in respect of the 
arrangements subsequently made, the respor y may be definitely 
fixed.” 























No. 2. 
“ AGREEMENT ENTERED INTO BETWEEN Ixsrector-Genenat H. N. 
Lay anp Carrain SHenarp Ossorn, R.N., C.B. 
« London, Jan. 16, 1863. 

« The following conditions embody our mutual understanding :— 

61, Osborn azrees to take the command of the European Chinese 
i d stipulates that there shall be no other 
Chief. 





all vessels of European construction, as well as native vessels manned with 
Europeans that may be in the employ of the Emperor of China, or, under 
authority, of the native guilds. 

3. Lay will procure trom the Emperor such an authority as may be 
necessary to cover Osborn’s acts as the Commander-in-Chief of the Euro- 
pean Chinese Navy. : 

“4, Osborn undertakes to act upon all orders of the Emperor which 
may be conveyed direct to Lay, and Osborn engages not to attend to any 
orders conveyed through any other channel. 

«<5, Lay, upon his part, engages to refuse to be the medium of any 
orders of the reasonableness of which he is not satisfied. 

“6, Osborn will appoint all officers and men on board the vessels of 
the force, subject, however, to the approval of Lay, as the representative 
of the Emperor. 

“*7, Osborn's subordinates will not be at liberty to act without his 
permiasion, and Lay will not authorise his subordinates to call upon them 
fe act without having first consulted Osborn and obtained the necessary 
order, 

“48, Lay and Osborn agree to carefully inquire into any complaints 
that may be preferred against the officers and men employed in the force 
by Chinese officials. 

“+9, The force being European, it is indispensable that the flag under 
which it acts should have an European character. 

«« First, (0 secure its own efficiency; secondly, to insure for it due 
respect in the eyes of the foreign communities. 

“++ Lay, therefore, agrees that the flag shall be green with two yellow 
diagonal bands bearing in the centre a blue imperial dragon. 

“+ Green is chosen because it is rarely used by European powers, and 
therefore not likely to be confounded with any other national colours. 

“10, Lay undertakes to procure from the Emperor, as soon us possible, 
a sum of money as a guarantee fund, to cover the pay and maintenance of 
the force for four years, and in the meantime it is understood that the 
vessels with their equipment will constitute the security for the just claims 
of the force, : 

“©, In the event of the death of either Lay or Osborn, these condi- 
tions which are entered into with the authority of the Emperor of China 
are not, it is understood, in either case to be departed from. 

“12. The conditions of this understanding. the terms of the formal 
agreement, and the printed instructions, shall be formally ratified by the 
En.peror at Pekin, before Osborn shall be called upon to act with the force 
under his command. 

“18, In the event of Osborn’s death from disease, while in command 
of the force, Lay will recommend the Emperor of China to make some 
grant to his widow and children,

“ Our motive for drawing up the above memorandum is that there may 
be hereafter no deviation froma plan of action, long deliberated and 
decided upon by mutual consent, oe 

“* We have to deal with Asiatics prone to deceit and falsehood, ready to 
evade any engagement, directly it interferes with their views or momen~ 
tary interests, We are about to afford them material military aid, and it 
behoves us to guard against its being misapplied, and thereby bring scandal

upon ourselves and those who in Great Britain have promoted our views ; 
above all we are to take care that the great power and proportionate 
responsibilities conferred upon us by Her Majesty's Order in Council be 
not abused by us, by our successors, or by the Chinese authoritie 

“Clause 1.—This condition needs no explanation. It is made a sine 
qua non by Captain Osborn. : 

“ Clause 2.—This we agree is most necessary. We are aware that for 
some time local Mandarins have been, without Imperial authority, pur- 
chasing vessels of European construction, arming them, placing crews of 
all nations in them, and giving over the command to British or American 
subjects selected by themselves. Lorchas or junks commanded by Euro- 
peans, half pirates, half privateers, are swarming in the Yang-tse. 

“ They claim in many cases to be men-of-war belonging to particular 
Mandarins, Guilds, or Hongs. It is the object of this force to extinguish 
all these dangerous freebooters. They should come under Imperial 
aut! ority, without which no European has a shadow of right to levy war 
in China. 

“ Clause 3,—This is inserted to meet any objection that might be raised 
‘on the ground that Europeans are serving without commissions or direct 
authority from the Emperor. 

“ Clauses 4 and 5.—These are to meet the following difficult questions : 
Is this squadron to carry on war in China upon a Chinese method? 
‘Through what channel is Captain Osborn, unacquainted as he is with the 
language, to communicate with the Emperor or Regent? How shall he 
be protected against the charge of disobedience of orders? low are 
cruel or unjust orders from Peking to be prevented? How shall 
European officers and seamen levy war for a barbarous Sovereign without 
being made to participale in acts which our country would repudiste? 
How shall the officers be protected from orders, the execution of which 
would involve breaches of international law or treaty rights? 

“There is in our opinion no other way of meeting these difficulties 
than by arranging that, “as Mr. Lay is to live in Peking, and as the re- 
venue which he collects is to be the guarantee for the maintenance of the 
force, he, as one well competent from a knowledge of the language and 
People, should be the channel of inter-communication between the ruler 
of China and Captain Osborn, und that in the event of any order being at 
variance with law or justice, he should submit it to the European repre- 
sentatives, and, supported by them, decline to communicate it to Cap'ail 

The remaining clauses do not seem to us to need explanation.”

“Ivsrecton-Genzrat H. N. Lay, C.B., To Caprain SHeRanD 
Ossors, R.N., C.B. 
Peking, Sept. 25. 1863. 

“ Sir,—I beg to inclose for your information the translation of a letter 
to your address from the Prince of Kung, which was sent to me in July 
Jast, and to invite your attention to the marginal notes I have appended to 
it. From my remarks you will see that the Prince has not been quite 
accurate in making it appear that I had requested the appointment of a 
Chinese officer to command the steam fleet, or that I had consented that 
the fleet should be placed under the irresponsible authority of the local 
officials, as my letters to his Highness, which are upon record, show. 

“I never gave more than a qualified assent to the rules with which he 
has furnished you. 1 accepted the money clauses, but those having refe- 
renco to yourself and the fleet generally I told the Ministers plainly would 
have to be considered upon your arrival. ‘The Prince doubtless thought 
that by declaring positively that these rules had been agreed to by me the 
chances of your offering any opposition to them would be diminished.

“Paince Kuno's Letter or Instructions To Carrain SHERARD 
Ossoay, R.N., C.B. (wit Ma. Lay's Marcinat Norss). 
« Peking, July 8, 1863. 

“ His Imperial Highness the Prince of Kung issues these instructions 
to Osborn, the Assistant Commander-in- Chief of the Chinese steam navy. 

“ Whereas China, in view of the then unfinished military operations, 
did last year direct the Inspector-General of Customs, Lay, to purchase 
foreign steamers and guns for use in the fight and for the subjugation of 
the foe. and whereas the said Inspector-General has arrived at Peking, and 
reports that the seven steamers and the storeship purchased will shortly 
arrive at, Shanghai, and requesting tho appointment of an officer to take 
the command, highly recommends the said Osborn, as having hitherto i 
England been zealous in the performance of his duties, of high m 
capacity, and being thoroughly versed in navy affairs, able to assist a high 
Chinese officer* in the management of such vessels, so that there may 
therefrom be expected a speedy sweeping away of the appearance of re- 
bellion ; and whereas I, the Prince, memorialized the Throne, requesting 
that the officer already nominated by the Governor-General of the Two 
Keang and the Governor of Keany-soo might be appointed Chinese 
Commander-in-Chief of the Fleet, and that the said Osborn might be 
appointed Assistant Commander-in-Chief, and that the expenditure of the 
ficet should be controlled for a period of four years by the Inspector- 
General Lay ; aid whereas on the 23rd of the Sth Moon (July 8) the 
Imperial edict was received, ‘ Let it be as proposed. .. Respect this.” 

* Now, therefore, in aduition to the hurry ing despatches ot the Giovernor- 
General of the Two Keang and the Governor of Keang-svo, that they may 
at once order the Chinese Commander-in-Chief to repair to Shanghai with 
his officers and men, and take up his commission on board ship, it is further 
extremely proper to furnish the said Osborn with a copy of the agreement, 
in Give articles, entored into between the Inspector-General Lay and the 
Foreign-office, and to appoint the said Usburn to be Assistant Com. 
mander-in- Chief, and to direct him, in accordance with the articles of 
the agreement, to co-operate with the se Commander: in-Chief in 
the command of the fleet now commissioned. 

“It is to be expected th 
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enemy. The crews are to be kept under strict discipline, and not suffered 
to annoy the people. If trading vessels, whether Chinese or foreign, 
illegally engage in the carriage of munitions of war, they are to be seized: 
and detained until receipt of orders from the Foreign-office. If there are 
pirates on the Chinese seas or rivers from time to time, no matter where 
the place may be, they are to be captured and destroyed, in order to tho’ 
complete restoration of tranquillity. é 

“ As regards smuggling and smuggling guilds at the ports on the coast 
and up the rivers, the fleet is’ authorised totake measures for the due re- 
Pression of the same. . The said Assistant Commander-in-Chief will, more- 
over, consider himself under the orders of the Governor-General of the 
Two Keang and the Governor of Keang-s00, and will take their instruc- 
tions as to the disposal from time to time of his force. 

“ (Enclosure.) . acho 

« Five rules agrecd upon respecting the steam fleet :—t . 

“1. It has been settled that the post of Chinese Commander-in-Chief 

of the steam fleet now purchased shall be filled by the high officer selected 
by the Chinese Government, and that Captain Osborn, C.B., a British 
subject, shall be Assistant Commander-in- Chief for a period of four years. 
The affairs of the fleet are to be managed by the said Commanders.in- 
Chief in a friendly spirit of co-operation. While Captain Osborn assists 
the Chinese Government in the command of the fleet, he will take the 
instructions of the Governors-General and Governors as to the employment 
or distibution of the force. In all operations he is always to confer per- 
sonally with those officers before either undertaking or staying these, and 
is to accept the Chinese decision as final.§ 
“2. Captain Osborn, in the capacity of Asistant Commander-in- 
Chief to the Chinese Government, will receive a commission from the 
Foreign-office giving him the requisite powers, The foreign crews will 
be duly controlled by him ; and in the event of any individual injuring the, 
people or acting ina lawless manner, Capiain Osborn will exercise due 
severity in the punishment of the same, in order to the sustaining of 
proper discipline. 

“3. In order to the insuring of beneficial results from the fleet now 
purchased by the Chinese Government, Chinese sailors, as time and cir- 
cumstances will permit, ought to be chosen for service on board the 
steamers, in order that they may become experienced, and that long-con- 
tinued practice may prevent them from forgetting their duties and thereby 
rendering the fleet useless, The working of the ships and the manage- 
ment of the guns and other arms Captain Osborn and the other com- 
manders will exert themselves to teach to such sailors, in order that they 
may attain a real acquaintance with the same. 

“4, It is agreed that for the support of the fleet, consisting of seven 
steamers and one storeship, there shall be appropriated the monthly sum 
of 75,000 taels. This amount is to cover the expense of salaries, wages, 
rations, ammunition, coals, rewards, compensations, as well as every other 

ssible and, at the present time, impossible-to-be-indicaled expenditure. 
Whe control of the expenditure is confided to the Inspector-General Lay. 
The office of Customs at Shanghai will provide 10,000 taels monthly, 
the Kiukiang Customs will provide 10,000 tacls monthly, the Foochow 
Customs will provide 34.000 taels monthly, the Amoy Customs will provide 
6,000 taels monthly, the Canton Customs will provide 10.000 taels monthly, 
and the Swatow Customs will provide 5,000 taels monthly. In all will be 
provided monthly the sum of 75,000 taels, which in the proportions above 
inentioned will be received from each office of Customs by Mr. Lay 
monthly. Every three months Mr, Lay will send in an account of the 
expendtiure to the Foreizn-office, which in turn will communicate the 
same to the board of Revenue, Should there be any surplus money, 
Mr. Lay will retain it for futuro use. 

“5. From the 17th day of the Gth moon—that is, from the Ist day of. 
August, it will be the duty of each of the said officers of Customs to hand 
over in full, before making any other appropriations from the duties received, 
the monthly sum fixed on to the person appointed by the Inspector-General _ 
Lay to attend at the bunk to receive the same. In the eveni of the 
money not being forthcoming, the Inspector-General Lay will at onco 
proceed to deduct the same from the duties. | For a period of four years, 
and for each month during that period, this rule is to be in force.”

“ Caprain Ossory'’s Remarks uron Pamce Kounc's Lerrer or 
InsTRUCTIONS. E 
“ Peking, Sept. 28, 1863. 

“In the first place, these instructions are in direct contravention of my 
formal agreement with Mr. Lay, which runs to the following effect :— 

“That Iwas to be Commander-in-Chief of the European Chinese 
navy, with entire control over all vessels of European construction as well 

native craft manned with Europeans in the employ of the Emperor of 
ina, or under his author in the employ of. natives ;.and L.was_to 
have an authority from the Emperor to cover my acts as the Commanider-¢ 
in-Chief of the European Chinese navy On the other hand, 1 bound 
myself to act upon all orders from the Emperor conveyed through Mr. 
Lay, und not to attend to those delivered through any other source. 

‘A copy of this agreement was furnished to the Prince, yet, ia spite of 
it, and, indeed, ignoring it eutirely (tor Lam told he has uot even acknow= 
ledged the document), the Prince sends mae orders to place myself and my 
people under the authority of the Foutai Le, as well as that of no Jess than 
three other provincial authorities. 
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« Prince Kung acknowledges that the appointment of Commander-in- 
Chief of my force was filled up by the Governor-General of Keang-s00, 
and merely conlirmed by the Emperor ; and, further, he (Prince Kung) 
directs the said Chinese Commander-in- Chief to repair on board a ship at 
Shanghai. This would virtually suspend me from the post I at present 
hold, by virtue of a temporary commission granted me by the Inspector. 
General, Mr. Lay, upon the authority of Prince Kung’s instructions and 
promises of last year. 

“ Apart from the conclusions which Mr. Lay has arrived at as to the 
want of good faith displayed in the document before me, my own suspi- 
cions are aroused by the crafty wording of its contents, In one paragraph 
1 am superseded, and have, apart from the Emperor, Prince Kung, and 
the Board called the Chinese Foreign-oflice, all prov high officers 
placed over me ; in another I am enjoined to act in a friendly spirit of co- 
vperation with my superiors, and this is immediately followed by a care- 
fully-worded sentence, in which { am distinetly warned that the distribution 
of the force will be dependent upon the whim of the Governors and Go- 
vernors-General of the provinces, that 1 am to follow their instructions in 
all things, and, as the original document runs, I_am not to act, advance, 
zetire, or remain stationary without conferring with those dignitaries, and 
vo consider their decision’as fival.’ 

“Mr. Lay says very justly in his marginal notes that these conditions 
would practically place’ me under the orders of the lowest officer on the 
staff of either of the officials named. 

“Thave no intention of submitting to such terms, and for the following 
reason: 

“1, Naval opcrations for the suppression of all the disorders enumerated 
in the Prince’s orders could not be successful, fettered as I should be under 
such a system. It may be the Chinese system ; if so, it explains their 
unfitness for war or naval operations. 

“2, T came here to serve the Emperor, and under him the Regent, not 
to be the servant of mere provincial authoritics. On that point I stand 


distinctly upon the terms of my agreement 
“3, The officers and men of the force were entered under a specific 


agreement to serve me as Commander-in-Chief. Directly a Chinese 
officer steps in as my superior in that force the agreement is null and 
© id and without it all law and order would ccase and my power be at 
an end. 

“4, By submitting to such instructions and siolation of my origina 
agreement 1 should at once deprive mysclf of the power to assist in 
carrying out in China the policy of Western civilisation. My force, 

owerful as it will be for good or evil, might be directed against the 
interests of commerce or of common humanity. Brutal butchery might 
be perpetrated, and I should be powerless to prevent it. My men and 
officers, the pick of many from the Royal Navy of England, would be 
associated upon equal terms with the rowdies and pirates the Foutai might 
be pleased to employ. 

“ My power to restrain my own men within the bounds of ordinary dis- 
sipline would he nil, and the European-Chinese force, instead of being 
a blessing, would become a curse to the Chinese people and to the best 
interests of Europe in this empire. 

“5. If 1 was weak enouzh to forget what is due to my own position, 
and attempted to act upon such instructions, I am certain that I should 
come to a dead-lock with the provincial authori within a month, exac 
as is at precent the case with Major Gordon, R.E. He is insulted by 
Chinese superior, the pay of his men suddenly stopped at the will of the 
Foutai, he is called upon to attempt impossibilitics and deprived of ade~ 
quate forces, and he has again, for the second time, virtually resigned 
office as the military coadjutor of the Foutai. Yet they wish me to be 
“the naval assistant of such a Mandarin.’ 

“6, To the argument advanced by the Chinese Foreign-oflice ‘that 
the course proposed by Prince Kung isa usual one in China,’ I reply I 
did not come Tere, or my followers cither, to accustom ourselves to the 
treatment usual with Chinese sailors or soldiers, or to assist them in a re- 
trogressive policy in the treatment of European employés, or Europeans in 
general. The employment of ships of war and war stcamers of European 
construction is an innovation, that of European officers and gentlemen 
still more so. I and my force are part and parcel of a new order of 
things indicating ¢ progress in China.’ 1 will be not pary to her lapsing 
back into her ancient system and treating Europeans as if they were 
Chinamen, 

“European commerce in China, and consequent intercourse, is a de- 
parture from all foregone customs, 

“The presence of Europeans at the open ports is the same. 

“ The residence of European Legations in Peking strikes at the root of 
China's most ancient prejudices. 

“The entire responsibility of the conduct of the provincial authori 
towards our merchants and missionaries being forced upon the Ministers 
at Peking is another departure from the most chcrished institutions of 
these people. 

“Tmerely claim for the European force under my command another 
stride in the same wise direction, and I will not, on all the foregone 
grounds, depart from a line of policy decided upon by Mr. Lay and 
myself after long and careful discussion—a line of conduct approved, Lam 
sure, by my countrymen and profession, and which 1 see more and more 
reason not to swerve from since | have noted the present bearing of the 
Pekinese authorities towards forcigne 2 
Tmay add in general terais that if 1 required any confirmation of my 
opinion of the utter impossibility of serving the Chinese Government 
upon the terms the Prince suggests, 1 should find ample grounds in my 
own expericuces while at Shanghai, as well as in the information General 
Brown gives me of Major Gordon's present position, I found on my 
arrival at Shanghai that the Foutai’s agents had tampered with the crews 
of the vessels under my orders. They were told that the Foutai weuld 
give them higher wages than those I engaged them at, that they would 
all be made officers, and that the discipline existing among the Europeans 
in his steamers was far pleasanter the order Fenforeed. Pu: | d to 
find such a different system existing in what was called the Imperial ser- 
vice, the men beeame naturally d eted and anxious to leave me to 
join the Europeans employed by the Foutai; and to enable them to do 
so without prejudice to their pockets I found they were actually offered 


















































































£12 a head bounty, the money to be lodged ia the names of the deserters 
in an English bank. — [had to discharge fourteen men, and was detained 
several days at Shanghai in consequence. It was no fault of the Foutai’ 
that 1 was not detained there altogether. 

“ Foutai Le is an able Chinaman, and as unprincipled as all Chinese 
officials, His plan would be to render me powerless, and then to use or 
toss me aside, Just as he does all European leaders in his force. He is a 
civilian by educaticn, ruling over military and naval affairs without the 
slightest knowledge of either. He is squandering the revenue of the 
province as well as that derived from Kuropean trade, and is in league 
with unprincipled traders in Shanghai. Although he can procure from 
the British storcs all such military supplies as he can require, he is ca 
couraging the import of munitions of war by private firms, and granting 
permits to land the same in spite of all our proclamations against the ime 
portation by foreigners of goods contraband of war, Having secured the 
services of an excellent ollicer in Major Gordon, who appears to have 
entered his service, not that of the Emperor of China (for he holds no 
authority fiom the latter), Foutai Le proceeds to render him powerless, 
and to hamper his action in two ways—irst, by depriving him of the 
means to carry out any decisive measures; and neat, by placing in exactly 
similar positions a number of other Europeans, and playing one off ayrainst 
the other. Major Gordon wishes to attack Souchow-foo, and asks for 
100 Europeans. The Foutai agrees, but says the 100 men must only be 
entered for one month, Gordon declines to enter into any such arrange. 
ment, secing its injustice and folly, ‘The Foutai insults him by question= 
ing his desire to fight the rebels, and proposes that the assaulting columa 
shall be formed of all the European officers in his employ, and that over 
their bodies the Chinese would advance to victory. 

Again, what faith can Ihave in any mandarin's listening to my advice 
as a subordinate, when I am told by General Brown, Commander-in- 
Chief of our military forces in China, and the superior of the Foutai, that 
he will listen to no advice or suggestion the General offers that he pur- 
posely avoids all conference with him; and when an interview is sought 
by General Brown, insoleutly replies that he is too busy to see him! and 
be it remembered that Foutai Le is not a bit more unreasonable than 
other mandarins, and that he is an average specimen of his class,

That, however, is a point which must be left to your discretion. I have, 
therefure, to request that you will take charge of the vessels and men, 
with a view to the disposal of the former in England or in India, as you 
think best. The officers and men to be sent home, and to be paid up to 
their arrival in England. 

* But as the contract may be construed to give them a claim for pay 
for three months after their arrival, or up to the 30th August, it will be 
advisable to obtain the opinion of counsel asto the liability of the Chinese 
Government, they having declined to accept the flotilla, on the ground of 
their agent having execeded his authority in the conditions attached to the 
scheme, you will feel with mc that our honour is involved in winding up 
this affair on terms as little oncrous as possible to the Chinese Govern- 
ment. 1 will give instructions to the Consuls to contribuie what may be 
required, out of the moneys received by them on the indemuity account, 
to meet such part of the expenses of sending the vessels home as the 
Chinese Government is unable to provide for. The sum so advanced 
will form a lien on the ships, and to be deducted from the expenses of 
sale, or set off against the ships and stores, should Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment decide on taking any of them back.

Pinares ty Tne Cuinese S£as.—Dr. Swabey, on behalf of Com- 
mander Moresby and of the officers and crew of Her Majesty's ship Snake, 
applied for a decree pronouncing the crews of certain junks destroyed in 
the China Seas to have been pirates, and their total number to have been 
246, of whom 30 were killed and 16 captured. In the month of May, 
1862, the Srake was sent from Hong Kong in search of some piratical 
junks which had attacked and captured the English merchant vessel Cen- 
‘aur. One of the junks was taken and destroyed in acreck in Sandy 
Bay, but hor crew escaped. In July of the same ycar an American mer- 
chant vessel, the Phantom, was wrecked on Patras Shoal, Her crew 
started for the neighbouring coast in their boats, but were intercepted 
and plundered by pirates before they reached the shore. The Suake 
having been sent in pursuit, discovered five heavily-armed junks off the 
island of St. John. After some sharp fighting three junks were de- 
stroyed. Some thirty men of the crews werc killed or wounded, but were 
cartied off by their companions, who escaped. The Court decreed for 
196 pirates engaged, 1] of whom were captured, These will, therefore, 
be the numbers on which the amount of the recompense to the officers 
and men engaged will have to be determined by the Lords of the Adumi- 
ralty.

THE POSITION OF PRINCE SATSUMA AND THE 
TYCOON. 

Tue view we took of the altered position of matters in 
Japan, as presented to the reader in our issue of the 11th inst., 
has been singularly confirmed by a statement from a semi- 
official quarter of the highest authority, as well as by facts that 
have come to our own kuowledge. As will be seen elsewhere in 
our columns, the Paris Mo:.iteur de la Flotle, the naval organ of 
the French Government, stutes that “peace may be considered 
“as certain for the present; that Prince Satsuma has become 
“Jess savage, and has announced his intention to send thirty 
“ young men of good family to be educated in England.” The 
truth is, as we before hinted, the character and policy of Prince 
Satsoma are, in reality, only now beginning to develop them- 
selves. His differences with the Tycoon, and even with the 
Mixapo, appear to be arranged. It is in that way we interpret 
the fact that the Tycoon’s officials were parties to, and present 
at, the conference with Colonel NzaLE; aud also the statement 
that, after having engaged in a conspiracy against the Mikapo, he 
suddeuly withdraws during the wight preceding the intended 
attack on his Sovereign. The enmity of a nuraerous party of 
Daimios towards the Tyccon and the treaty arises, there is 
reason to believe, not from aversion to the great principle of 
putting an end to the isolation of Japan from the rest of the 
world, but from its turning out that, as organised by that per- 
sonage, the trade with foreigners results, in a very large degree, 
to his sole personal benefit. His rapidly-increasing wealth, 
and the power thence arising, have therefore rendered 
him an object of envy and drend to-the rest of 
the territorial grandees. So far from Satsuma and his 
family holding aloof from intercourse with Europeans, his chief 
merchant is known to have urged traders to come to Kagosima, 
asserting that they had abundance of commodities there to 
offer in exchange ; and when the representation was met by 
thé objection that it would be against the treaty, and that the 
Tycoon would interfere, the answer is reported to have been 
—‘ Who cares for the Tycoon? No Tcoon’s man dare show 
“his face in Satsuma’s territory.” 

Another noticeable fact, affurding a strong presumption that 
Satsuma is earnestly bent on peace, is the circumstance that 
he has again purchased a steamer at the price of $75,000, 
And yet he must have been taught by bitter experience that 
such an investment would be a very precarious one in case of 
war with the foreigner. According to our information, 
Satsuma was, at one time at least, much more open to an 
accusation of Anglomania than of Anglophobia, We have 
reason to believe that he is altogether disposed to adopt tho 
customs of his new acquaintances ; and that, in particular, he 
recognises the advantages and comforts of steam navigation— 
a mode of traversing great distances specially adapted to an 
island-realm like Japan. The ill-fecling lately existing between 
him and the Tycoon was embittered by an incident that may 
serve to mark the disposition and bias of these formidable rivals. 
SarscMa, or a near relative, wanted to take passage in one of 
his own steamers to Kagositaa; but the Tycoon insisted that 
the intending voyager should proceed by land, according to the 
immemorial custom of all Daimios. Satsuma, whe, like a 
sensible man, preferred a sail by steam for two or three days to 
an inconvenient land journcy of nearly as many weeks, in the 
venerable fashion of his brother nobles, was, from policy or the 
foree of law, compelled to give way. ‘The proposition to send 
some of his young retainers to be educated in England still 
anore strikingly attests tho advanced spirit of the mau, Fore- 

















seeing the changes soon inevitable in Japan, Satsuma may have 
gained the conviction that the most powerful of her contending 
Princes will, be the one who is closely allied witn and sup- 
ported bythat European Power, the thunder of whose ships it has 
becn his mishap to witness and suffer from. 

The difficulty of following readily what is now going forward 
in Japan, and of unravelling the complicated story of the feuds 
of these petty but wealthy princelings, arises from the fact 
that cach of them appears to be known by two, or three, or 
more appellations, Each has his family name; then a terri- 
torial designation—often more than one; and lastly, another, 
springing from some official, and probably hereditary, position. 
Among the statements brought us by the last mail in connexion 
with this new alliance between Satsuma and the Tycoon, one 
is “that the former is now fighting for the latter against the 
“rebel Prince of Nacato.” The last-named personage, who 
figures also iv the accounts as the Priuce CuEw-seu or Tstosiu, 
appears to be the head, or at least the most active, of those 
Daimios who detest and would exterminate foreigners, He it 
is who has fortified the Straits of Simonosaki, so as to prevent. 
produce from going forward to Nagasaki. So rigorous was he 
bent on making this blockade, that the steamer fired on by the 
forts of Awajee, and afterwards seized at Simonosaki, belonged 
tothe Tycoon himself ; and Tstostv is actually now detaining one 
of the Commissioners who was on board her, while the other, 
has managed to make his escape and get back to Yedo.- That. 
Satsuma is ranging himself on the side of the Tycoon iu puttiog 
down this headstrong rebel is certainly no trifling addition to the 
vast pumber of circumstances which tell so favourably for the , 
removal of every stumbling-biock in the path of peace and com- 
merce. ButSatsuata’s determination to send to England a chosen 
few of his j oung nobility for education and improvement is, our’ 
readers will bo surprised to learn, no experiment on his part, but 
simply the following out of a resolution long ago formed, and 
already in process of execution. We have reason to believe * 
that there were at least two of his retainers among the suite of 
the late Japanese Evubassy to this country, aud that they did 
not return home with the rest, but have been here ever since, 
obtaining valuable knowledge of all kinds; and more especially 
addicting themselves to a branch of scientific industry that will 
render them of the highest service to their master hereafter, 
whether his aim be peace with foreigners or strife with his 
turbulent compeers. 

Neither is’ Satsuma the only Japanese noble who has 
comprehended the advantage of having men about him in-- 
structed in all the theoretical and practical proficiency ot our 
workshops. There are other Japanese in England at this 
moment, whom, we shall still further startle our readers by 
saying, we have some suspicion to be actually the dependents 
of one of Sarsuma’s principal rivals—possibly of the Prince of 
Naaaro himself, The strongest possible pledge for the duration . 
of peace will be the presence of such visitors amongst us. The 
report they will take back of the extent of our commerce, 
of the number of our merchant ships, of the discipline of our 
army and navy, and of the perfection of our instruments of 
destruction, will be a most powerful auxiliary towards the 
maintenance of the present good understanding. So wonder- ° 
fully have the sights they witness here worked on the convic- 
tions of these last-named emissaries, that two of their number ! 
are about to wend their way back again to the Far East, 
amazed and stupified, and more than half terror-struck, at the , 
unlimited extent of the resources of our country, either for 
showering down benefits in friendship, or annihilating the foe 
that may call forth our anger. Such ambassadors will preach 
peace with a force and eloquence no foreigner could ever at- : 
tain. : 











THE SHERARD OSBORN FLEET REJECTED.: 

In our last issue, before the publication in The Times of the « 
correspondence—which, by the way, was supplied by some one 

exclusively to that journal, and, we may add a query, was it 

by the Foreign Office 7—we expressed our belief that it would 
not suit some of the members of the Cabinet at Pcking to 

crush the rebellion root and branch. We now have the most ° 

ample confirmation of this by the publication of the corre- ° 
spondence alluded to. The “ Foreign Board,” which has swal- 
lowed up the exclusive power held by Prince Kune to deal 
with foreign affairs, wished to retain the services of SHERARD 
Ossorn for distinct acts as might be directed by the local 








authorities ; in fact, after their own fashion, to inflict extermi- ; 
nation and capture on these who had caused their displeasure, °, 
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and in this category we can assure our readers that those in 
abgolute rebellion would not be the only victims; it would 
include peaceful, harmless, but powerful traders from whom a 
squeeze might be required. It is, indeed, a mercy that Captain 
Osporn could see through this, and indignantly refused to 
become the tool of their rapacity. Sceing, however, that Mr. 
Lay was near him, we must give him credit for assisting Cap- 
tain Osporn to this decision, however much we dislike the un- 
just and rude manner in which he has treated our morchants.

It is undoubtedly a most lamentable fact that the perverse cunning of a 
few barbarians should have rendered abortive the sincerely well-intentioned 
efforts of England to make China safe for commerce ; but every recent 
mail from China has served to make ita fact less and less unexpected. 
With a very questionable policy, and. as some think, with rather clumsy 
diplomacy, the European Representatives at Peking allowed or contrived 
that the foreign affairs should pass from the hands of Prince Kung, who 
was accessible to impulecs, into the hands of a “ foreign board” of fanatical 
Chinamen of the old Yeh school. When, therefore, Mr. Lay and Captain 
Osborn appeared at Peking some months ago, the former with his in- 
structions all executed, and the latter with squadron asembled at a 
convenient distance ready for work, and when the first requested to have 
his acts ratified, and the second to have his conditions of service confirmed, 
they found that everything had been changed at Peking during Mr. Lay’ 
absence. The “foreign board ” were all orthodox haters of * red devils,” 
and belonged to the school that existed before our advance to Peking. 
They had. perhaps, learnt that European tacties are superior to Chinese 
tactics; but they had also found that European and American officers 
were to be hired by the different provincial governors at so many dollars 
per month, They had heard that these new instruments, however 
necesary, were dangerous, and they, ot very unnaturally, thought 
that it was better that these auxiliaries should be hired in small 
independent bands by the local Chinese officers, who could look alter 
them closely, than that they should form an important force, imposing its 
‘own conditions,and capable, perhaps, of an independent cuercive policy. 
‘This was the narrow view of the subject taken by the “foreizn board.” and 
is, we beliove, they were not very earnestly combated by the European 
inisters at Peking, for an impression had expanded itself among the 
diplomatic body that it might not be wise to add to the present jubilant 
exuitations of the Peking Mandarins occasioned by the small successes of 
Major Gordon. - The French Minister had, moreover, just received intel- 
ligence of the massacre of more missionaries in the province of Sz’chuen, 

d_ made no secret of hisconviction that France was more likely to have 
to fight the Imperial ships and to conquer Chinese territory than to help 
to man the one or to protect the other. There was no question about 
money. The Chinese were quite ready tu pay, and the ample revenues 
of the customs were placed at the disposal of the force. But the Chinese 
statesmen wanted small separate bodies of mercenaries to execute their 
orders of extermination, and not a single powerful force to put down the 
rebellion. ie ae ee ; 

Captain Osborn, of course, at once saw that this was not what his 
Government or his countrymen expected from him. He had been sent 
out to enforce orders and to spread peace among these Mongol popula- 
tions, and not to be the blind instrument of barbarian vengeance. There 
were, however, two courses open to him. The first and the more tempt- 
ing was to leave Mr. Lay and the Mandarins to discuss questions in dif- 
ference, and to put his fleet at once in action, to proceed up the 
Yang-tse, drive the Taipings from Nanking, and clear the river up to 
Hankow. Nothing would’ have been easier to that powerful squad- 
ron. In fact, several of the Taiping chiefs had already made overtures 
of submission. ‘The prestige of the commander, and the evident power 
at his disposal, had done half the work. Here was fame for the leader and 
booty for the followers, certain and at hand. As to stores and pay, these 
were all secured by the credit already given upon those immense customs’ 
revenues which were daily coming in at the treaty ports. Many men 
would have chesen this courseand trusted to success to carry them through 
with it; Captain Osborn deliberately rejected it, and preferred to sacrifice 
the position he held and the fortune within reach of his hand rather than 
deviate a point from the punctilio of professional honour, or do one act of 
war without formal warranty from the sovereign Power whose commission 
he held, © We believe that he will find the reward of his self-sacrificing 
choice in the approbation of his countrymen. The alternative was to insist 
upon the ratification of the engagement concluded in England under the 
clearly defined and written instructions of Prince Kung, and, failing to 
obtain this, to resign his command. This latter course Captain Osborn 
adopted. We are not about to track the sinuous course of the negotiations 
which took place. We believe that the public will feel sufficient interest 
in the matter to read the correspondence we publish this morning, 
and we are sure that they will be rewarded for the labour by the 
pleasure they must derive from seeing how well an English sailor has sus- 
tained the honour of his country under circumstances of no ordinary difli- 
culty. Captain Osborn had to make sacrifices, not only for himself, 
but also for his followers, whose fortunes were in his keeping, and who 
had already heard of the mountains of bales of silk, the plunder of the 
silk provinees, stacked together in Nanking. Under these-circumstances 
the steady and faithful conduct of the officers and men, the cheerfulness 
with which they all stood by their commander, and the tenor of that ad- 
dress to him which appears among the papers we publish are alike honour- 
able to both parties ; and they increase our regret at the failure of the 
expedition, for they show how strong it was in purpose and discipline, and 
what great things it might have done. However, it is vain to speculate 
now upon opportunities that are gone by. The Osborn expedition has 
been refused by the Imperial Government of China. China has adopted 
a retrograde policy. She is going back as far and as fast as she may to 
the old system of fighting bandits by bandits, and perhaps collecting her 
revenues by filtration through a great system of corruption, Jt does not 
seem very probable that the European Customs’ controllers will long be 
able to retain pluce with honour under the returniny system.® Mvery 















































friend of humanity and every honourable merchant will be grievously dis- 
appointed ; every speculator upon fraudulent advantages to be derived 
from a state of confusion and a free market for srauggling will chuckle in 
seetets if indeed, this class have not the impudence to sing a chorus of 
triumph, 2 : 

In other days the consequence of this change in the Imperial counsels 
might have been more proclamations against trade and more China 
wars. That danger is, we believe, past. ‘ Commerce has now struck firm 
root in the Empire. ‘The Russians may continue their daily advances 
from the North, and the French may, as their agents in China do not 
hesitate to avow to be their policy, conquer a province or two in order to 
be present to defend the righte of the Catholic Church. We, however, 
certainly have no business as conquerors in China. The future of China, 
if we may judge of what will happen from what has invariably happened 
under similar circumstances, will be determined by the necessities of com- 
merce. When the Roman Empire broke up, and the fifty cities of Upper 
Italy were plundered by successive inroads of Huns and Goths, trade fled 
for peace to a stronghold, and the Republic of Venice arose powerful and 
secure, even under the Gothie kingdom of Italy. The contests that fol- 
lowed the fall of the Carlovingian dynasty made Genoaa city of refuge 
anda Power in the world. ‘The robbers upon the Elbe and the pirates on 
the German Ocean, in the thirteenth century, produced the Confederacy 
of the Hanse Towns, with their quaint rules of trade and their strict disci- 
pline in their factories. May we not learn a lesson from these conspi- 
cuous precedents? Shanghai, as a European settlement, is but of 

sterday, but it is already second only to Calcutta among the modern 
ities of the East. It is a city of refuge, it is a safe storehouse, and 
it has a quasi territory of thirty miles radius. Shanghai and its dependent 
territory and its trade are at this moment practically independent 
of all” that Chinese factions can do against it. The Chinese 
who live under its protection, and many of whom give fabulous prices for a 
spot of ground within its precincts, are even now estimated at three mil- 
lions, Its trade is increasing at so rapid a rate that against sixteen millions 
of imports in 1862 we have to put twenty-three millions in 1863, and ° 
against ten millions of exports in 1862 we have to put fifteen millious in 
1863. These are facts which speak to those who can understand them. 
Free cities will, in all probability, be the future of China. The time may 
yet be when the men of commerce located in China shall, without 
iinction of race or nation, fortify themselves against aggression from any 
robber, and take measures to secure that the duties paid by commerce 
shall be applied to maintain the security ofcommerce. We are very far 
from this yet, and many obstacles are to be overcome before it can happen. 
Our difficulties in China, however, are evidently recommencing. ‘The 
Empire has gone back into its old barbarism ; the Taipings are miscreants 
and plunderers, in whom we can have no hope; the soldiers of fortune 
are condottieri now, and will be brigands a short time hence. Conquest 
is too costly and immoral to be thought of, and continual wars for the 
redress of commercial ‘grievances are too expensive and vexatious to be 
endured. It remains to be seen whether some policy cannot be adopted 
which may tend to create a Chinese commerce which shall be able to; 
protect itself, : oS x

The correspondence relative to the disbanding of the Anglo-Chinese 
naval force, published in the organ of the expedition, confirms in the 
most striking and conclusive manner the views of those who have from 
the first condemned the adventure as an unwise and. impracticable inter- 
ference with the internal affairs of that vast and distracted empire. What- 
ever name it might bear, such an enterprise, if carried out, must have been 
in reality a direct intervention on the part of this country in an aimless 
but gigantic civil conflict between rival races, religions, and interests, 
equally barbarous, and marked on either side by atrocities equally revolt- 
ing and inhuman. And having been undertaken in the interest of the 
Imperialists, the expedition, if successful, would eventually have saddled 
us with the tremendous task of extending our rule over some three 
hundred and fifty millions more of the human race. It was foreseen from ‘ 
the outset that the imposing British contingent organised by Mr. Lay 
must either sink into a mercenary force, or imposing its own conditions of 
action on the Chinese Government, become virtually the rulers of the 
Empire. There was absolutely no escape from one or other of these 
alternatives, nor could there be any doubt as to which would prevail. It 
was not to be supposed fora moment that a British officer of the high 
character and standing of Captain Sherard Osborn would under any cir- 
cumstances consent to become the instrument of a purely Chinese policy, 
and it is clear from the correspondence that he intended from the first 
to impose on the Imperial Government what he considered to be a British 
policy, and that with this end in view he had taken very decisive pre- 
cautions for controlling its action. The second paper of the correspond- 
ence is The agreement entered into between Inspector-General H. N. 
Lay and Captain Sherard Osborn, R.N., C.B..” and the sweeping © 
nature of the conditions under which alone the Commander of the Anglo- 
Chinese ficet was to act will be scen by glancing at a few of the clauses 
contained in this memorandum ;

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Tue New Paciric Matt Roure.—The Pacific mail steamship route 
about to be established between Sydney and Panama will not only give us 
an additional mail communication with Australia, but will more intimately 
conncet that portion of the globe with the American continent; and also 
this country with the fertile islands of the Pacific, now growing into great 
importance through the French settlements there. The Pacific mail route 
has been chictly desired by Eastern Australia and New Zealand, All 
other parts of Australia prefer the Indian route. The Peninsular and 
Oriental Company have offered to convey an additional mail to Australia 
from Ceylon at acomparatively small sum, and most probably Victoria and 
South and West Australia will accept that offer, which would make the mail 
communication with our antipodean colonies tri-monthly. Steam commu- 
nications with the most distant parts of the world are increasing in number 
by means of our own and foreign ocean mail lines, and our own are dimi- 
nishing in expense to the nation, ‘The English and French lines give us 
@ mail communication with India five times a month; with China, Brazil, 
the River Plate, and some parts of the West Indies, three times a month ; 
and with Mexico twice a month. And we have by English and German 
lines a communication with the United States ten times monthly. Owing 
to the increase of traffic with the West Indies and the Cape of Good 
Hope the new contracts for conveying mails to those places have been 
entered into at reduced subsidies, Notwithstanding the French Oriental 
Mail line, the Peninsular and Oriental Company have as much traffic as 
they can manage, and as the Government have determined on sending troops 
to and from India and China by the Red Sea, it is probable that private 
steamers will be hired to do the work, and this will cause the establishment 
of another Oriental mail steam linc. In a few years the large sum of 
nearly a million sterling a year now paid by this country for the convey= 
ance of ocean mails will probably, be reduced one half. The com- 
merce of the East, through the advancing prosperity of India and the 
opening up of tho trade with China and Japan, is enriching the: Orien- 
tal steam packet companies both I'rench and English, The develop- 
ment of the resources of Central America, South-Western America, 
California, and British Columbia, is rapidly increasing the profits of 
the Royal Mail Company, and the traffic ‘between New Zealand and 
Australia with Panama will still further increase it. 

Cuingse .EmicRaTion To THE West Invies.—The Demerara 
Court of Policy met on the 17th Dec., at which a letter from the Go- 
yernor of Trinidad reported the co-operation of the Government of that 
Jand with British Guiana in respect to the promotion of Chinese immigra- 
tion for the next three seasons. His Excellency the Governor laid over a 
correspondence between the Secretary of State and the Immigrati 
Commissioners and himself respecting’ the extension of the period of 
denture of African immigrants to five years instead of three, and intimating 
the approval of the Secretary of Siate of the alteration on certain condi- 
tions. A Bill to effect the change proposed was introduced and read 
first time. The Court adjourned to the Ist of January, but a meeting 
was subscquently called for Thursday, December 24. The ship Sevilla, 
Captain Kerr, arrived at Georgetown on the 15th ult. from Calcutta, 
after a passage of 90 days, with rice and 292 immigrants, of whom 206 
were men, 56 women, 8 boys, 10 girls, and [2 infants. The percentage 
of mortality was lower than usual, only nine deaths having takea place 
during the voyage. 

Tria or THE “Far East.”—This double-screw vessel had her 
trial trip on the 15th inst., the result being highly satisfactory. ‘The dis- 
tance betwcen the Nore Mouse, nine statute miles, was run in 54.30, 
and in 50.25, or an average speed of 10.3 miles per hour. From this we 
may conclude that her passage to Hong Kong willbe made within seventy 
days. Her consumption of coal being very small, she will carry sufficient 
from London for the voyage. Mr. John Dudgeon, of J. aid. W. Dud- 
geon, the builders, superintended the trial, and Captain Jones on bebalf of 
the owners.

The Second Chamber of the States-General is convened to

At the end of next June the annual mecting of the Congress 
for Rural Ecouomy will Lo held at Haarlem, Among other 
subjects to be brought under discussion is the application of 
steam-ploughing to colonial agriculture; the influence to be 
expected from the railways in Java ; the importance of cotton 
cultivation under the present high prices; the necessity for 
manuring the sugar plantations ; the superior properties of the 
black variety of sugar cano; the importance of the cultivation 
of indigo ; aud an investigation of the reasons why the export 
of tho produce of the Avupperboom is not made more available 
and productive in Java and Cvylon, 
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According to the “Delft. Students’ Almanack” for 1864, 
which has just been published, it appears that the total num- 
ber of students at the Royal Academy in that town is 253, of 
whom 7 are studying for the rank of first class officers of the 
East India Civil Servico, 83 for the second-class, 1CO for 
general studics, 61 for civil engineers, and 2 for naval archi- 
tecture. 

Mr. Sticltjes, who has lately been rather suddenly ‘dismissed 
from his appointment in Java, and has arrived in this country, 
as mentioned in a former Iettcr, has announced his intention 
to come forward at Almeno at the approaching general elections 
as candidate for the representation of that town in the Second 
Chamber of the States-General. 

‘The Netherlands Trading Company have advertised for ten- 
ders of ships for the usual return cargoes of produce from Java, 
and their surveyors are now examining the vessels already 
offered, The vesscls must have been previously under charter 
to the company, or newly-built ships ‘launched before tho end 
of last September, They will be required to be ready to sail 
from a port in this country on or about the 10th of Fobruary 
next, and those that have already sailed must be placed at the 
disposal of the factory at Batavia by tho 10th of Juno next. 
To-day is the last day for receiving tenders, so that I shall 
probably be able to give you in my next letter a list of the 
vessels chartered, 

The Dutch Steamboat Company at Rotterdam has taken a 
contract to make the engines for a paddle-wheel steamship 
building by Government for service in the East Indies, The 
contract price is 45,800 fl. 

Ever since the beginning of this month the frost has been 
very severe and the navigation of the rivers and canals is en- 
tirely suspended, Tho thermometer indicates from fifteen to 
twenty-one degrees of cold by the centigrade scale. In conse- 
quence of this the last arrivals from Java lie where they were 
caught in theice. The Stad Middelburg, Captain Auwchand, and 
the Noordster, Capt. Luteyn, have found shelter at Vlissingen ; 
the Stautsraad van Ewyck, Capt. de Winter, is frozen in at Wil- 
lemsluys, and the Patriarch Sumhiri, Capt. Lion, has fut into 
Harwich, where she will remain till the thawfscts in. Of tho 
outward bound vesscls,the Elizabeth and Jacoba, Capt.Zwaneveld, 
hence to Macassar, is frozen up at Purmerende, but the Jan van 
Brakel, Capt. de Roever, from this port to Japan, has managed 
to get to sca, and sailed from the Texel on the 10th inst. 

During the year 1863 the number of ships that arrived at 
Zierikzeo was 105, whilst 46 sailed. Throe ships sailed 
to Java from the port of Vecre. At Vlissingen five vessels 
arrived from Java, and amongst those that sailed were two to 
Batavia, one to Ceylon, and one to Simon’s Bay, Cape of Good 
Hope. At Nicuwe Deep the number of vessels that, arrived from 
all parts during the year 1863 was 1,971, whilst 1,704 sailed 
from that port.

The cargo of the Contest, from Kanagawa to New York, which 
vessel was burnt in the Straits of Sunda by the Alabama, con- 
sisted of 93 half-chests tea, 242 bales cotton, 3,490 bales rags, 
and 15 of sundries. She left Kanagawa on the 14th October. 

We are informed that Mr. Elias D. Sassoon, of the firm of 
David Sassoon and Co., and Mr. Haju Esmail Haju Habib have 
consented to join the Bank of Hindustan, China, and Japan, as 
members of a committee of directors in Bombay, the former as 
chairman. 

At the half-yearly meeting of the Union Bank of London, 
Mr. P..N. Lauri in the chair, the profits were stated at £114,323, 
making, with a previous balance of £669, an available total of 
£114,992. A dividend of 18s. per share, or at the rato of 15 
per cent. per annum was declared, leaving a balauce of £60,992. 

The preliminary announcement of a bank, called the “Im- 
perial Bank of China,” has been made by Mr. Montgomery 
Martin. It is proposed to procure privileges from the Impe- 
rial Government at Peking, and to employ capital under those 
concessions in loans, mortgages, &c. It is stated that Exchange 
operations will be excluded from the business of the bauk. 

Another project is also progressing for establishing a bank 
on similar principles to those already established in China. 

The demand for bar silver for the East was again extremely 
strong, and an important advance has taken place, the last 
price being 5s. 23d. to 5s, 24d. A heavy amount has been 
bought for transmission by the Bombay and Calcutta steamers 
from Marseilles on the 18th and 19th inst. respectively, as 
well as by the Calcutta packet from Southampton on the 20th. 
‘As the supply here is very inadequate, a large sum will have 
to be imported from the continent, and gold will probably be 
sent from this side to pay for it, 

The amount of Government Bills on India, for which tenders 
will be received at the Bank of England on the 20th inst, is 
40 laca (£400,000). 

A circular has been forwarded to us from Sydney by Mr. 
C.Cecil, who, in conjunction with Mr. George Holmes, of Hong 
Kong, made various shipments to Messrs. Molison and Black, 
of Sydney. The circular complains of the charges made by 
this firm, and tho general neglect of their interests. As the 
matter has been investigated in the law courts of Sydney, and 
we are not in receipt of a report of the case, we cannot give 
any opinion on its merits.
